They will buy fresh milk from tlie 
ranchers, to be* delivered at the creamery 
morning and evening, paving for it by 
the pound. The milk will be strained 
into large pans aud the cream allowed 
to rise, after which it will be taken oil' 
aud churned by

will be made of the skimmed'inilk, and 
the butter-milk will lie sold or fed to 
awina.
